His whole life was wrapped up in little 
Madeline, and he would not let us even go to 
the steamer to see him off when he left us 
for fear that Madeline, would catch cold. 
No, my husband had no friends to speak of in 
West Hoboken. All of his friends were in 
Paterson, N. J. He would go there every 
day. and for a time, in order to be near his 
factory, he boarded in Paterson at the Bar- 
tholdi Hotel, but he never missed coming 
home every Saturday evening and spending 
Sunday with the baby and myself.

LONDON, see 80.—The details of the as- 
sassination of King Humbert have been kept 
back from Monza to give the Cabinet time 
to devise measures for the protection of the 
monarchy, which it is feared is Sey 
danger of subversion. 

The Prince of Naples, the ngw King, is 
yachting in the Levant and has not yet heard 
of the murder. The interregnum before his 
return it is apprehended may pave the way 
for the success of the revolutionary plans 
of which the murder is believed to be a part. 

Arrangements have been completed to 
place the whole country under martial law 
sert themselves.

Rome Cries for Vengeance.

ROMB, July 80.—When the news of the 
King’s assassination reached Rome the peo- 
ple were horror-stricken. After the first 
shock of the news the people became fren- 
zied with indignation at the crime and are 
loud in demands for vengeance on the An- 
arctiists. Regrets are freely-expressed that 
the Monga crowd was nét . mete 

out punishment to the murterer. 


Third Assassin to Live. 

Capital punishment has been abolished in 
Italy, and Bress! will now complete the trio 
of living assassins. The other two are Luc- 
chint, who killed the Empress of Austria, 
and Sipido, who attempted to kill the Prince 
of Wales. 

The Pope was informed of the tragedy 
while he was preparing to say mass. He 
was much shocked and exclaimed: “ The 
poor family.“ Then he said mass for the 
repose of the soul of the King, and after- 
wards sent a message of sympathy to Queen 
Margherita. 

Secret negotiations with the Vatican have 
already been commenced to avert a dan- 
gerous coalition between the extreme papal 
party and the Republicans for the over- 
throw of the monarchy. Immediate assur- 
ance was given that the Pontifical go¥ern- 
ment would discourage any attempt likely 
to embarrass the Saracco Ministry. In cler- 
ical circles there is a decided opinion that 
Rome is upon the eve of another sharp 
episode in her history. 

All to Take the Oath. 

ASSOCIATED PRESS:} 

ROME, July 31.—All the military and naval 
forces throughout the country will today 
(Tuesday) take the oath of fidelity to the 
new King. 

A proclamation from the Queen Regent 
has arrived, announcing the ascension of the 
new King and stating that Parliament will 
be convoked after the funeral. Several war- 
ships have started to meet King Victor. 

It is reported that Emperor William will 
attend the funeral. 


Attitude of Socialists. 

The Socialists and Anarchists have issued 
a formal condemnation of the crime. The 
police have made several arrests of suspect- 
ed persons on the that consyiracy 
exists. 

The Socialist organ, 1 accused the 
government of being the indirect assassin of 
the King because of a mistaken policy of’ 
dealing with Socialists. In consequence of 
this tirade the police seized the Avanta. 

The Pope’s grief was unmistakable. As- 
surances have been conveyed to the govern- 
ment that the Vatican will discourage any 
attempt to embarrass the ministry. This is 
the outcome of a rumor that a dangerous 
coalition exists between the extreme Papal 
party and the republicans for the overthrow 
of the monarchy. 


Action of the Deputies. 

All the Deputies of the Extreme Left now 
in Rome met together yesterday afternoon 
(Monday) and adopted a resolution expres- 
sing abhorence of the crime. 

The Cardinals met at the residence of Mgr. 
Rampolla to discuss the line of conduct to 
be followed in connection with the obsequies. 

Last evening the students paraded the 
streets, cheering for the house of Savoy. 
No disturbance of public order has been re- 
ported at any point. 

The Tribuna, in a special edition, denies 
that a temporary regency will be established. 

The ministry de jure has resigned.

BOARD OF TRADE COMMITTEE 
MAKES FORMAL CHARGES. 


Accuses Him of « Dishonorable and 
Dishonest Conduct — Directors Ex- 
pected to Set Time of Hearing at 
Their Meeting Today—Hist¥ry of the 
Grain Scandal in Chicage Elevator 
Company and Removal of Graiz on 
Which Certificates Were Uncanceled 


Charges of “ dishonorable and dishonest 
conduct’ are understood to have been pre- 
ferred against Lloyd J. Smith, former man- 
ager of the Chicago Elevator company, by 
a committee of three directors of the Board 
of Trade. This committee has been investi- 
gating the scandal connected with the ship- 
ment of 800,000 bushe's of grain from the 
Indiana elevator without the cancellation 
ef warehouse receipts which had been de- 
posted with A. O. Slaughter & Co. as se- 
curity for borrowed money. The charges of 
“ dishonorable and dishonest conduct are 
eect forth in the report of the committee, and 
will come up’ before the directors of the 
board for action at their meeting thie after- 
noon. 


Smith Fails to Convince Committee. 

The committee has examined a number of 
witnesses and has given several hearings to 
Mr. Smith. Their report had been agreed 
on and one member of the committee had 
left town, but the committee reconvened yes- 
terday afternoon to give Mr. Smith another 
opportunity to be heard. He endeavored to 
extenuate and excuse his actions and ab- 
solve himself from any personal responsi- 
bility on the plea that be was sick at the 
time all or most of the mortgaged grain was 

shipped out of store. 

The members of the committee ebnet 
were not induced to change their conclusion 
that Mr. Smith was not responsſble for the 
shipment of the grain, but had sufficient per- 
sonal knowledge of what was going on to 
have stopped it if he had chosen to do so. 

The directors are expected to set a date 
for the trial of Mr. Smith at their meeting 
today, but as a number of their body are 
out of town or on the point of leaving the 
case may not be neard for several weeks. 
The penalty, if Mr. Smith is found guilty, 
may be expulsion from the board or suspen- 
sion for a term of years. 

The members of the committee preferring 
the charges are Frederick W. Smith, Charles 
H. ReQua, and T. M. Baxter. Mr. Smith, 
chairman of the committee, was not present 
at the last meeting, but the report as agreed 
on before he left the city will stand. 

It had been asserted by friends of Mr. 
Smith that he could not be disciplined by 
the Board of Trade because the Indiana 
elevator was not a regular warehouse under 
its supervision. The Committee did not 
take that view of the case, one of the mem- 
bers remarking: 

“That may all be, but Mr. Smith is a 
regular member of the board.” 


Irregularities Long Kept Secret. 

The exposure of the irregularities in the 
management of the Chicago Elevator com- 
pany was made the latter part of May. An 
added interest attached to the case from the 
fact of Mr. Smith’s candidacy for drainage 
trustee. 

Directors of the elevator company first 
heard of the shortage in their registration 
last January, but had considerable difficulty 
in obtaining a statement of any kind from 
Manager Smith owing to an illness which 
kept him away from his office for a month 
or Ax weeks. Such information as the di- 
rectors had came from an expert who was 
put at work on the books. Following a di- 
rectors’ meeting Mr. Smith was called to 
New York, where he said the situation could 
be easily adjusted. The directors sent 
Auditor E. B. Pryor to the Chicago office. 
He soon found $350,000 of warehouse re- 
ceipts out, for which there was no grain in 
their warehouses. These certificates were 
mainly in the hands of A. O. Slaughter & Co. 


State Officials Aware of It, 

Facts which came out at the time made it 
clear that State officials controlling ware- 
house affairs all along had known of the 
shortage, but never forced a settlement, on 
the ground that a scandal in the Tanner ad- 
ministration would not be a good thing

DUKE OF COBURG 18 DEAD 


SECOND SON OF QUEEN VICTORIA 
DIES SUDDENLY. 


Prince Alfred Ernest, Who Assumed 
the Reign of the Duchy of Saxe- 
Coburg and Gotha Upon the Death 
of His Uncle a Few Years Ago, Car- 
ried Ot by Attack of Heart Failure

Opinion Expressed in London That He

Defendant in Goebel Trial Says

EXPLAINS HIS UTTERANCES. 


Georgetown, 4 30.—[ Special.

trial for the murder of William Goebel and 
testified in his own behalf. He was on the 
witness, stand all the afternoon and will 
continue his recital tomorrow. Powers made 
a favorable impression by his manner and 
his straightforward replies, and his coaching 
of his attorneys seemed to indicate that he 
desired the world to know ev con- 
nected with the bringing of the body of 
armed men to Frankfort. Powers made no 
attempt to deny this, but he did deny that 
the object of the ermy was murder. Rather, 


than this Powers denied any connection with 


The discovery was made today that George 
F. Weaver, one of the witnesses who testi- 
| fled that he saw the assassin’s rifle protrud- 
‘ing from a window in the Secretary of 
State’s office, was not in Frankfort but at 
Grayson Springs, more than a hundred miles 
away, on the day of the assassination. His 
prosecution for perjury is probable, since 
there seems to bé no doubt that he installed 
a lodge of Woodmen at Grayson Springs on 
the evening of the assassination. Weaver's 
testimony was of a corroborative nature. 

The opening statement for the defense was 
made by ex-Judge E. T. Faulkner after a 
motion to dismiss on peremptory. instruc- 
tions had been overruled. The defense’s 
statement was a general denial of almost 
everything the commonwealth claimed ex- 
cept ‘as to the gathering of mountaineers, 
which, he claimed, was a perfectly lawful 
and peaceful procedure that had nothing 
to do with the assassination. He also said 
that if the commonwealth knew who killed 
Goebel it was carefully concealing his iden 
tity.

TAKES CHARGE OF THE ORATORS 


H. C. Hedges of Mansfield, O., Talks of 
the Speech-Making Program 
of the Campaign. 


H. C. of Mansfield, O., arrived at 
Republican national headquarters yester- 
day and at once took charge of the orator- 
ical end of the campaign work. Speaking 
of the program he has marked out he said: 

“TIT do not expect there will be much de- 
mand for campaign oratory before Aug. 15, 
but after that the speaking will begin.

BRYAN SHOULD BE FRANK. 
It has been given out from Lincoln, Neb., 
that in the remarks which Mr. Bryan will 
make when notified officially of his nomina- 
tion next week there will be little about “ 16 
to 1,” but much about that “ imperialism ” 
which the Kansas City platform says is the 
„paramount issue” of fhe campaign of 
1900. This does not mean that Mr. Bryan 


but merely that he will not dwell on it atany 
length until he writes hie letter of accept- 
This decision on the part of the Demo- 
eratic candidate for the Presidency to talk 
rather fully about the Philippine question 
next week will be gratifying to the public if 
he uses the opportunity to say what course 
he will pursue as regards the Philippine Is- 
lands, if elected. A policy is outlined in the 
platform of his party, but it will not be 
enough for Mr. Bryan merely to say he will 
stand by that policy, for it is vague in one 
important respect. 
The platform favors “ an immediate dec- 
laration of the nation’s purpose to give to 
the Filipinos first a stable form of govern- 
ment, second independence.” Nothing is 
said, however, as to the time when the Fili- 
pinos may hope for the establishment of a 


deem stable. A President and Congress 
elected on the Kansas City platform could 
make at once the above-mentioned declara- 
tion of purpose and then hold on to the Phil- 
ippines indefinitely, alleging that experience 
showed it was impossible for a government 
administered by natives to be a stable one. 

Mr. Bryan can make it plain what his 
Philippine policy will be in the event of his 
election. He can say whether he looks on 
the Filipinos as competent now to govern 
themselves or whether he believes a period 
of American tutelage will be necessary for 
their political education. If the latter is the 
case, Mr. Bryan can say how he intends to 
govern the Filipinos until they are com- 
petent to govern themselves. If the former 
is the case, then he ought to say whether it 
is his intention if Congress does not agree 
with him in his belief that the Filipinos 
can govern themselves, to let them try the 
experiment by withdrawing the American 
troops. 

Senator Jones of Arkansas was asked last 
week whether Bryan could withdraw those 
troops if elected and replied, “‘ Why not? 
They were ordered to the Philippines. Why 
can’t they be ordered back?” ‘This is not a 
statement that the troops will be ordered 
back, but that they can be if the Command- 
er-in-Chief of the army deems it best. Is 
Mr. Bryan at present of the opinion that it 
will be his duty, if elected President, to 
withdraw the American soldiers from the 
Philippines? That is a matter upon which 
Mr. Bryan can and ought to throw some 
light next week. 

Not long ago a gentleman, who is a mem- 
ber of the Literary club of Lincoln to which 
Mr. Bryan belongs, said that at a recent 
meeting after Mr. Bryan had talked at 
some length about the Philippines he was 
asked whether he would, if President, give 
directions to the troops to come home. 
Thereupon, according to the story, he 
flushed up, said it was a most improper ques- 
tion to ask, and refused to answer t. 

It is a legitimate question for the voters 
to ask. They are entitled to.know the main 
features of Mr. Bryan’s Philippine policy. 
Does he intend to establish with or without 
the concurrence of Congress what he will 
deem a stable government of Filipinos by 
Filipinos? ‘Will he recognize such a govern- 
ment regardless of the wishes of Congress, 
as Andrew Johnson did the governments 
set up under his auspices in some of the 
Southern States? | 
Bryan, if the Filipinos tell him they are 
going to be good Indians,” withdraw the 
American troops, alleging their presence is 
no longer needed?

ASSASSINATION OF KING HUMBERT. 

The assassination of King Humbert of 
Italy is another of those irrational and re- 
volting crimes with which the history of 
modern government seems destined to be in- 
creasingly defaced. Whether the assaasin, 
Bressi, is an Anarchist or simply a semi- 
madman like Guiteau, the deed is equally 
without rational expjanation. King Hum- 
bert was not an unpopular sovereign like 
the murdered Alexander of Russia, nor was 
he a bad ruler like the present Sultan of 


Humbert was a good sovereign and a man 
of estimable character and aspirations. 
His murderer will reap nothing but the de- 
served execrations of the civilized world. 

The veil of secrecy thrown over the crime 
by the officials at Monza makes it difficult 
‘to say what the real or imaginary motive of 
the assassin was. He i« reported to have 
said he was actuated by “ hatred of mon- 
archical institutions,” but whether he is an 
Anarchist or simply imagined he had some 
personal grievance, it amounts to the same 
thing so far as the dead King is concerned. 
It is believed by some that the failure to 
punish Sipido, the Belgian who made a 
‘murderous attempt upon the Prince of 
Wales, has emboldened the distributers of 
anarchistic literature. The widespread 
preaching of the doctrine that it is a heroic 
act to kill a King cannot fail to turn a cer- 
tain proportion of ill-balanced brains and 
to lead men to commit such crimes inde- 
pendently of any organization, as was evi- 
dently the case with the assassin of the 
Empress of Austria. Quite probably King 
Humbert's murderer will be found to belong 
to this same class of vicious and addle- 
headed dupes of Anarchist doctrines. 

It is a rather startling fact that three of 
the more recent assassinations in Burope 
have been the work of Italians. President 
Carnot of France, Premier Canovas of 
Spain, and Empress Elisabeth of Austria 
all met death at the hands of Italian a&sas- 
sins. Italy has become the hotbed of this 

icular form of violence, and the assas- 
sins seem invariably to choose the most un- 
offending rulers for their victims. If this is 
the result of a socidlogical malady in Italy 
the blame cannot be laid at King Humbert’s

OUR GREAT FOREIGN TRADE. 
Again the anfiual foreign trade of the 


ords. For the first time our combined ex- 
ports and imports have exceeded a total of 
$2,000,000,000. The imports for the fiscal 
year 1900 were $849,714,670 and the ex- 
ports were $1,394,186,371.. The total com- 
merce of the year surpasses by $319,729,- 
250 that of any p ing year. Even the 
astonishing totals of the previous year are 
overshadowed and a new record is estab- 
lished in the history of the nation’s com- 
mercial prosperity. 

The most significant feature of the foreign 
trade statistics is the proof of the steady 
growth of our manufacturing industries. 
This is equally apparent in the quantity of 
exports and in the nature of the imports. 
The total exports of manufactures in 1900 
amounted to $4382,284,366, an increase of 
$95,608,808 over the preceding year, and by 
far the largest total on record. The increase 
is seen not only in the quantity of goods ex- 
ported but also in the proportion of manu- 
factures to the total exports. Manufactures 
formed 31% per cent of the exportations of 
1900, as against 28.13 per cent in 1899. For- 
ty years ago our manufactures formed only 
12.76 per cent of the nation’s exports. Since 
then the total of exports has quadrupled, 
but the item of manufactures has increased 
tenfold. While the United States still main- 
tains its enormous agricultural exports, it is 
steadily advancing into the coveted position 
~ofSteading manufacturer for the world at 
large. 

While our imports were also enormous 
during the year just closed, they consisted in 
large part of raw materials for manufactur- 
ing. Some of these materials, like raw silk 
and crude india rubber, are wholely unman- 
ufactured, while others, like yarns or pig 
tin, are partly manufactured, but are still 
raw materials for the higher processes. Of 
the two classes, that which includes only ar- 
ticles in a crude condition is by far the 
largest and is increasing from year to year. 
In the year just ended it reached the largest 
total and the largest percentage of the grand 
total in the history of our commerce. Class- 
ing both kinds of manufacturers’ materials 
together they constitute over two-thirds of 
the increased importations of the year. 

The forthcoming annual report of the

LIVING ON $300 A YEAR. 

Doubtless Miss Catherine Davis was 
actuated by good motives when she told the 
students of the University of Chicago how a 
family of two may live comfortably on an 
income of $300 a year. It is no doubt true 
that a married couple, both members of 
whieh were devoted to high thinking as 
opposed to high living, might worry through 
the scholastic year on even a smaller allow- 
ance. But so far as Miss Davis’ remarks 
partook of the nature of advice they are 
not to be commended. 

An ambition to secure a better education 
is greatly to be encouraged. But when, in 
order to secure it a young man is forced to 
ask his wife to take up her residence in a 
university town or city and run an estab- 
lishment on less than $35 a month, it may 
well be that he is paying too high a price for 
the privilege. 

Thousands of families all over the world 
live year after year on incomes no larger, 
but with them it is usually a matter of 
necessity. Many of them, also, whose ex- 
penditures in cash will not reach that 
amount live on farms or in country towns, 
where they are able to raise much of the 
material which serves them for food. 

In Chicago and other large cities the 
problem becomes much more complicated. 
As a rule the city resident finds that rent 
is the largest single item in his expenditures. 
To cut this down ‘he is forced to live in 
quarters which are not likely to be in good 
sanitary condition and are certain not to be 
pleasant. A family of two can, however, 
live in two or even one small room without 
seriously endangering the health of its mem- 
bers. But when it comes to food a point is 
soon reached to cut below which -means 
that sooner or later the members of the 
family must pay the penalty in diminished 
vitality or chronic disease.

A RECORD BREAKING CRUISER. 
The preliminary trials of the cruiser Var- 
lag, built by the Cramps for the Czar, show 
that it is the swiftest war vessel afloat, while 


class. It has a displacement of 6,000 tons, 
a length of 400 feet, beam 52 feet, and draft 
19 feet 6 inches. The armament, made in 
Russia, except for the lack of twelve-inch 
guns, is equivalent to that of a battleship. 
The Varlag, therefore, is not only the swift- 
est but one of the most formidable fighting 
machines in the world. 


in its run off the Isles ot Shoals more than 
exceeded the contract requirements and en- 
titles it to hold the world's speed record for 
fighting ships. It went nine times over a 
measured course, ten nautical miles in 
length, gradually increasing its speed from 
about 16 knots to 24.6. When it passed the 
line it was making over 25 knots, and, what 
is most remarkable, under ‘natural draft, 
most war vessels and all ocean liners making 
their record-breaking trips under forced 
draft. The United States at present has no 
cruiser which can equal this record. The 
Varlag is a knot faster than the Minneapolis 
and two knots faster than the Columbia, 
both of which are now outclassed. 

This is the time of swift vessels. The 
Hamburg-American Deutschland has just 
crossed the Atlantic at the rate of twenty- 
three knots, and the French line’s Lorraine 


knots on the trial, The British torpedo 
boat, Viper, whose performances have been 
Already commented upon in THe Trisune, 
has made the astonishing speed of over 
thirty-seven knots, and now comes the Var- 
lag with a speed of between twenty-four and 
twenty-five knots, or a knot and a half above 
the requirements of the contract. Ger- 
many, England, and Russia hold the palm 
at present, but Russia’s supremacy is not 
for long. The Varlag is an American-built 
cruiser. The three new cruisers which are to 
be begun next winter for the United States 
navy are to have the saine contract speed 
as'the Varlag. It will not be surprising if 
it is exceeded. They will be almost half 
as large again as the Varlag and will have 
increased coal capacity and steam power. 
As to armament, they will be more formid- 
able, as they will carry sixteen of the six- 
inch rapid-fire rifles, while the Varlag car- 
ries but twelve. To assume that Russia will 
keep the record in the cruiser class when it 
has to come here for its vessels is, of course, 
unreasonable. 


AUTHENTIC NEWS FROM PEKIN. 
It is possible now to believe that the for- 
eign Ministers at Pekin are alive, not be- 
cause the Chinese officials have said so but 
because messages written later than the 
date of the alleged massacre have been re- 
ceived from the legationers. On the 21st 
the German Secretary of Legation wrote 
that while some of the German guards had 
Been killed and others wounded, the violence 
of Chinese attacks had slackened. An- 
other letter, dated the following day, writ- 
ten by some one belonging to the Japanese 
Embassy, has also been received. Accord- 
ing to it there was little ammunition and 
food but for six days. 
With the aid of these authentic messages 
it becomes easy to put some faith in the 
declarations of the imperial goverument 
that the foreign Ministers are alive and are 
being protected. The object of that protec- 
tion is evident if the imperial edict is genu- 
ine, which says they are “ held as hostages 
pending the result of tile overtures for the 
abandonment of hostilities against China.” 
This may be taken as a threat that if the al- 
lied forces adhere to their plan to march to 
Pekin or take other measures of an aggres- 
sive nature the surviving legationers will be 
puttadeath. . 
While the allies are warned not to en- 
dea vor to relieve the besieged white men 
and womer at Pekin, who are begging for 
relief, foreigners in other parts of China 
are being murdered. It is said that forty 
British, American, and French missionaries 
have been killed in one locality. It seems to 
be the intention of the Chinese to kill every 
foreigner they can lay hands on. The edicts 
directing Viceroys and. Governors to pro- 
tect the foreigners dre not obeyed. The

SPEAKS IN JESTER’S DEFENSE. 


J. O. Allison Argues Case of the Ac- 
cused, Criticising the Methods of 
the Prosecution. 


New London, Mo., July 30.—[Special.]—J. 
O. Allison of New London spoke six hours 
and a half today for the defense in the Jes- 
ter trial. He said in part: 

It the defendant is guilty he must be so 
found under the law and evidence and not 
merely upon suspicion.

VOLCANO ERUPTION KILLS 250. 


Terrible Destruction Wrought by 
Mount Azuma in Japan on 
July 17. 


Seattle, Wash., July 30,—Particulars of 
the eruption of Mount Azuma, in Japan, on 
July 17, contained in Oriental papers, have 
been received. So far as known 250 persons 
were killed and many hundreds were in- 
jured. An English agent of the Japanese 
government, who was among the natives 
in the vicinity of Mount Azuma during the 
eruption, says: 

Early on the morning of July 17 loud 
detonations, as if heavy guns were being 
fired, were heard. They gradually decreased. 

But about 6 
o’clock the internal disturbances came to a 
climax and fire spouted from the crater. 
We all stampeded towards the valley, not). 
however, before one of the great bowlders 
had crashed through the place and killed 
twenty persons. The ashes and small rocks 
were falling like hall, and it became di- 
cult to breathe.
